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The  Six  Days  of  Homecoming 


Monday,  October  sixteenth  was  the 
first  offical  day  of  homecoming  which 
saw  banners  raised  in  nearly  every  res¬ 
idence  hall  and  Greek  organization 
around  campus.  Delta  Zeta  managed  to 
take  first  place  followed  by  Phi  Delta  Chi 
and  Alpha  Xi  Delta  in  second  and  third. 

Tuesday  was  Spirit  day  and  any  stu¬ 
dent  that  was  wearing  something  with 
ONU'5  name  or  colors  on  it  received 
discounts  from  local  businesses.  Also,  a 
prize  was  given  out  to  the  person  who 
had  the  most  school  spirit. 

Wednesday,  voting  for  the  King  and 
Queen  started  at  4:00  p.m.  The  next 
day  the  entire  court  of  homecoming 
candidates  performed  skits  with  Bobby 
Gold  as  he  led  the  game  of  5imon-5ez 
which  began  at  8:30  p.m.  Thursday  eve¬ 


ning. 

Friday  was  the  day  for  the  annual 
pushmobile  races  to  be  held.  However, 
the  weather  may  have  made  the  con¬ 
testants  wish  they  had  something  other 
than  a  contraption  without  a  roof!  The 
teams  from  Alpha  Omicron  Pi  and  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  each  took  first  place  in  their 
division.  Later  that  evening  the  floats  for 
Saturday's  parade  were  in  the  final 
stage  of  construction,  as  friends  pulled 
together  to  help. 

On  the  morning  of  the  twenty-first, 
the  little  town  of  Ada  came  alive  as  local 
high  school  bands  along  with  the  ONU 
Marching  Band  marched  up  Main  Street 
playing  a  variety  of  songs.  The  floats 
that  were  in  the  parade  werejudged  by 
Anthony  Gholson,  Tammy  Severt,  and 


Mike  Washington.  The  winners  were  an¬ 
nounced  during  the  football  game  later 
that  day.  In  the  fraternity/sorority  di¬ 
vision,  Theta  Chi  was  awarded  first  place 
while  Sigma  Theta  Epsilon  and  Zeta  Tau 
Alpha  came  in  second  and  third.  Also,  in 
the  independant  category,  the  Northern 
House  float  came  in  first  followed  by  the 
Black  Student  Union  and  Roberts  Hall. 

The  final  day  of  homecoming  started 
out  with  a  parade  that  moved  along  at  a 
good  pace  with  Dick  Kain  serving  as 
Grand  Marshal.  Soon  everyone  ended 
up  at  the  football  field  to  watch  the 
game  and  witness  the  awards.  Later  that 
evening,  students  and  friends  turned 
out  for  the  homecoming  dance  and, 
with  that  completed,  so  ended  the  six 
days  of  homecoming.

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Improvements 
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When  ONU  purchased  the  120  acres 
of  land  immediately  south  of  the  current 
campus,  it  increased  the  size  of  the 
campus  by  75  percent,  and  set  into 
motion  a  long  term  building  program 
that  is  now  well  under  way.  The  per¬ 
forming  arts  center  is  to  be  the  center 
piece  of  the  newly  acquired  land  with 
other  facilities  and  athletic  fields  to  fol¬ 
low  in  the  near  future.  The  performing 
arts  center  is  to  have  an  exterior  of 
brick,  stone,  glass  and  a  beautiful  in¬ 


terior  design  that  will  carry  a  modern 
design  well  into  the  future.  The  the¬ 
atre/concert  hall  will  have  seating  for 
500,  while  a  studio  theatre  will  have 
seating  for  150.  Also  included  in  the 
building  will  be  the  broadcast  and  pro¬ 
duction  facilities  for  radio  and  television, 
plus  classrooms  and  offices  for  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Communication  Arts. 

Other  long  rang  plans  for  campus 
growth  include  an  extension  of  King- 
Horn  that  will  double  the  size  of  the 


existing  building;  construction  of  an  out¬ 
door  running  track;  practice  fields  for 
softball,  soccer,  rugby  and  other  sports; 
additions  to  the  residence  halls;  and  the 
addition  of  new  roads  that  will  better 
serve  the  campus.  These  future  devel¬ 
opments  have  all  been  made  possible 
by  the  recent  conclusion  of  the  largest 
fund  raising  effort  in  the  history  of  the 
university  which  raised  over  23  million 
dollars.

From  marching  band  to  concert  band, 
musicals  and  jazz  ensembles,  Added  At¬ 
traction  performances  to  Beethoven's 
9th  Symphony,  OMU  students  and  fac¬ 
ulty  produce  and  enjoy  a  variety  of 
sounds. 

On  March  31,  1990,  44  OMU  students 
and  5  faculty  members  were  privileged 
to  perform  the  rarely  played  Beetho¬ 
ven's  9th  Symphony  with  the  Lima  Sym¬ 
phony  Orchestra.  Other  events  through¬ 
out  the  year  included  a  piano  recital  by 
Rosemary  Williams,  in  which  she  played 
music  from  six  countries,  and  a  trumpet 
recital  by  Dr.  Edwin  Williams,  in  which  he 
played  music  from  the  Baroque  period 
through  the  20th  century.  The  OMU  mu¬ 
sic  department  sponsored  several  con¬ 


certs  throughout  the  year  such  as  one 
on  February  8th  which  featured  the 
Woodwind  Ensemble  and  the  Percus¬ 
sion  Ensemble,  and  one  on  February 
12th  which  included  the  Brass  and 
String  Ensembles.  The  winter  band  con¬ 
cert  was  held  on  February  11th  in  the 
King-Morn  Center  and  featured  the  Wind 
Ensemble  and  the  Concert  Band.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  these  performances,  the  Gos¬ 
pel  Ensemble  and  other  groups  from  the 
chapel  had  performances  on  campus  as 
well  as  on  the  road.

Jesus  Christ  Superstar,  and  Chicaao 

The  1989-90  year  started  Septem¬ 
ber  26  with  an  unusual  comedy,  Ihe 
Complete  Works  of  William  Shake- 
speare  (ABRIDGED)  performed  by  the 
Reduced  Shakespeare  Company.  The 
program  opens  with  a  WARNING  label 
stating  that  this  comedy  is  a  con¬ 
densation  of  all  of  Shakespeare's 
plays  and  is  like  a  high-speed  rol¬ 
lercoaster,  Obviously,  the  Works  of 
William  Shakespeare  took  on  a  new 
meaning. 

The  first  production  by  ONO  stu¬ 
dents  was  on  Novemberl-4,  1989,  in 
The  Houseof  Blue  Leaves.  The  setting 
of  the  play  is  in  a  cold  apartment  in 
New  York  City.  It  is  about  how  a  fam¬ 
ily  lived  together,  but  were  still  iso¬ 
lated  from  each  other  in  their  own 
separate  worlds.  Dreams  are  set  like 
goals,  work  was  done  to  achieve 
them,  and  failure  was  the  outcome. 

"Sometimesfunny,  sometimes  sad 
comedy  that  revolves  around  the 
theme  of  loneliness/'  is  the  idea  of

the  play  Blue  Window.  Performed  on 
January  31 -February  3,  1990,  Blue 
Window  can  be  characterized  as  "'the 
world's  first  one-song  musical/"  Je¬ 
sus  Christ  Superstar,  a  playwright'!* 
interpretation  of  the  Biblical  account 
of  the  life  of  Christ,  was  the  feature 
in  March  1990.  It  was  performed  In 
the  English  Chapel  giving  it  a  setting 
that  was  in  accordance  with  the 
meaning  of  the  play. 

The  performing  year  ended  with  the 
production  of  Chicaao  on  May  2-5, 
1990.
